Boston, November !!.—About thirty-two 
thousand operatives in cottun mills in this 
state were notified today of a ten per 
cent reduction in wages, and if it is fol- 
lowed by the step which is usually taken 
when the mill owners of Rhode Island an: 
Connecticut take similar action, 80,000 
men will be out of employment. 

The notice of the reduction was posted 
in all the coton mills of Fall River.

ULIVER TOUCHED 
BY UGLY SCANDAL 


Sensational Fight Made on 
Une of Rooseveli's Pets 


Social Life of Robert Shaw Oliver, 
Named as Assistant War Secre- 
tary, Is Involved — Oliver 
Denies the Charges Made 
Against Him.

Washington, November 1|1!.—(Specia].)— 
There are indications of a sensational 
fight being made in the senaté against 
the confirmation of President Roosevelt's 
nomination of General Robert Shaw Oli- 
ver as assistant secretary .of war. 

General Oliver, 
friend of the president, has been serving 
as assistant secretary of war for some 
months. under a recent appointment, and 
his nomination has been sent. with a lot 
of others, to the senate for confirmation, 
Today a sensational attack upon Oliver 
appeared in Tne New York Sun, in which 
insinuations against his personal char- 
acter plentiful, and the statement 
was made that his confirmation would 
be fought. This story declares that pfro- 
tesis against General Oliver's appoint- 
ment were filed with President Roose- 
veit by prominent republicans of Albany, 
and adds: 

“Mr. Roosevelt was governor of the 
state of New York three years agu when 
he met General Oliver. Mr. Roosevelt, 
as governor, was perfectly familiar at 
Albany with the social life of General 
Oliver. The president has been furnish- 
ed with information concerning G«neral 
Oliver's social relations. not only in Al- 
Dany, but in\Florence. Italy.” 

The character of this attack was such 
as to call from General this 
afterndon-the following signed statement: 

“IT know of no protest. nor reason for 
any. It is outrageous that a reputable 
paper should publish such a communica- 
tion from a correspondent without thor- 
ough investigation and verification. I 
have not been in Italy since i was a 
young man. 

“RCBERT SHAW OLIVER.” 

The impression made upon Washington 
by fhis publication was that it 
inspired by Senator Platt, but that gen- 
tleman, though not particularly friendly 
to General Oliver. says he has made no 
charges and sé€en none. This, in the 
opinion of politicians who have been 
deeply ‘interested in the sensation, car- 
ries the matter up to Governor Odell. 
There is much mysiery about the whole 
affair and it is anticipated that a fight 
may develop before the senate. The fact 
that General Olfver has seem fit to dignify 
the charges by a formal statement is 
much commented upon.

Hall Charges That This Fear Has 
Been Accentuated by the Atti- 
tude of Certain Newspapers 
in Georgia.

the aanual report of Acting Adjutant 
General h'all, which has just been made 
public. Much of the report is devoted to 
the national] guard and its reorganization 
under the new militia law. In many of 
the southern states the military organ- 
izations are reported poorly equipped and 
marked opposition to the organizations 
exists in some places. Colonel Hail dis- 
cusses this ag follows in his report: 

“In some cities of Virginia, Georgia 
and Louisiana the newspapers have pre- 
judiced the minds of the militiamen by 
their distorted views. The fear is ex- 
in some southern communities 
that under the president’s orders white 
national guardsmen might be compelled 
to serve under 2 colored commander, and 
still others believe that they are state 
troops and should not be ordered for duty 
outside the state. Al) these examples. 
however, are to be regarded as sporadic 
rather. than contagious, and as tae intent 
of the law. becomes better understood, 
with. perhaps some further. legis-ation, 
it is believed that all opposition will be 
confined to such trreconcilable elements 
as are not to be satisfied with anything 
less than the. abolition ef all agencies 


and order.’’

heavy blocks down upon it. It is sup- 
posed that Bailey in falling or by jump- 
ing into the press much have struck In 
such a manner as to render himself in- 
eensidle. 

Others were assisting him in putting 
the cotton in the press, but, strange to 
fay, no one saw him descend by any 
manner. He was missed before the bale 
was finished in packing, Dut it Was sup- 
posed that he had gone to the well for 
water. 

After the press had been filled the belt- 
ing was replaced upon the machinery and 
the cotton compressed by steam with 
e force which must have equaled many 
tons. The doors of the press were knock- 
ed open preparatory to putting on the 
ties and sewing the bagging, when what 
Was supposed to be a shoe heel and sole 
in the side of the bale. The 
press was run down in order to relieve 
the pressure, after which the discovery 
was made that a man was compressed in 
the cotton. The bale was hurriedly 
tern to pieces and Bailey was takert out, 
‘Tushed almost beyond recognition. His 
head and face were crushed and black 
from the pressure and he could only be 
identified by his hair and clothing. 

It was most fortunate that his foot 
was near enough the edge of the bale 
not to escape notice. Otherwise he would 
have been hauled to town, sold for 16 
cents a pound and probably shipped to 
some eastern mill before the horrible 
discovery was made. 

His sudden disappearance would have 
also been a great mystery which prob- 
ably would have taken months to un- 
ravel.

Bitter Attacks Are Made on Present

Executive Committee Meets. 

A meeting of the executive committee 
Was held at noon at the office of the sec- 
Yetary, R. L. McKenney. The first busi- 
ness which Chairman Ben lL. Jones call- 

ed to the attention of the committee, was 
the Waxelbaum letter, and for several 
minutes that epistle came in for consid- 
erable discussion. 

After a brief discussion, L. J. Dinkler, 
repreesnting the first ward, moved to 
lay the letter on the table. That the 
committee was thoroughly agreed on the 
subject was evidenced by the unanimous 
vote which the motion received. In fact, 
all through the meeting the vote was 
unanimous, and at no time was there a 
dissenting voice 

Not only would none of the committee- 
men declare in favor of the sentiments 
expressed, but Chairman Ben L. Jones 
was extremely emphatic in his declara- 
tions against changing the system now 
in vogv\e. 


Chairman Jones Talks. 


~_ said: “The committee has adopted 
the rules and regulations which govern 
the white primaries and I think they 
should stand and that we shouid not 
change them. ‘These rules and regula- 
tions were only adopted after a careful 
Study of the situation and | gee no rea- 


son why we should change them now. 
Just because some candidate has not 
managed to get a number of his friends 
registered is no reason why we should 
change these rules now in his favor.

manner. It is said that before the pres- 
ent system was adopted the elections in 
the Central City were a farce. Heelers, 
floaters, tramps and negroes, it is al- 
leged, were rushed to the polls and it its 
said by those who are supposed to know 
that even drummers stopping at the ho- 
tels have been known to cast votes. With 
the plan now in use the government of 
the city is placed in the hands of the 
respectable white element and the ob- 
noxious features of times past are elimi- 
nated. 

The Waxelbaum letter created consider- 
able discussion throughout the city and 
that discussion was intensified this after- 
noon when The Macon News appeared on 
the streets. Editor Boifeuillet came out 
with a strong argument for the @mresent 
System and many plain facts were pre- 
sented to the public. 

It is now generally thought that the 
action of the executive committee will 
¢nd the matter and those well versed in 
the affair declare a legislative enactment 
will be necessary to change the system 
now in vogue.

NEGROES MAKE 
APPFAL TO KNOX 


Tp Defend: the Constitution of 


the United States, 


Congress at Washington Calls on the 
Unked States To Stand by the 
Fifteenth Amendment—Ne- 
groes Want Political 
Power. 


Washington, November 11.—The negro 
race as represented in the National So- 
clological Society, new in session, and 
friends of the race will ask Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox within the next few days to 
defend the constitution of the United 
States in the supreme court egainst the 
attacks making on the fifteenth amend- 
ment. A committee was appointed at the 
meeting today to mepke the request of 
the attorney general. The movement was 
started by George C. Gorham, formerly 
secretary of the society. He declared that 
what the negroes wanted to do was to 
take advantage of their political power. 
He referred to the ‘“‘Alakama cases’ to 
come up before the supreme court in 
January and suggested that the lawyers 
in the case be asked if they desired help. 

Former Governor Pinchback, of Louis- 
lana, supported Mr. Gorham's motion. He 
said he did not want to see the “Alabama 
cases” go by default and that he was 
willing to assist in preventing it.

Will the American people in 
the spirit of fair play, of right, of hu- 
manity, give the colored race a chance to 
come to full manhood, and if so, will the 
race respond fully to that opportunity? 

“But for white and black, there 1s 
something more valuable than the ballot 
as precious as that is to Americans, and 
that is full moral manhood. Education 
is deeply valuable, but as valuable as the 
school, there is something stili more nec- 
essary and that is character, which comes 
from morality and religion. In my judg- 
ment, the center of power in your race 
in the sOuth is not the school room, but 
‘the pulpit.”

can have. The importance of Keeping a 
careful and systematic record of weight 
at this time cannot be exaggerated. Such 
observations, taken, say, at intervals 
of two weeks apart for several years, 
are of great value to the physician in 
furnishing information regarding the 
child’s real condition of health. A grow- 
ing child, the writer goes on to say, 
should weigh, at five, about a pound for 
every inch of its height, and after this 
the increase should be about two pounds 
per inch of growth, or a little more.

Atlanta’s First Depot. 

The first depot built by the state road 
in Atlanta would be very much of a 
curiosity at the present day, if it were 
still in existence. It was a primitive af- 
fair, as depots go now, but it answered 
all the purposes for which it was de- 
signed and accommodated the lLmited 
traffic of that day and time. 

The building stood where the present 
car shed ornaments the scenery, and 
w4as designed and erected by C. F. M.

Inspiration of the Work. 

In writing of the inspiration of the 
present work, General Ainsworth says: 
“There is no doubt that there is a very 
general desire on the part of the surviv- 
ing participants in the great struggle in 
which the country was engaged from 186! 
to 1865, and on the part of their de- 
seendants and the descendants of those 
who have passed away, for a publication 
that shall show the names of those who, 
either as officers or enlisted men, ore 
arms for the union or for the ¢gonfederacy 
during the great war. It was upon these 
conditions that the secretary of war rec- 
ommended the compilation and publica- 
tion of a complete list or roster of the 
Officers and men who Served in those 
armies during the civi] war. It was fe't 
that the pwhblication of Such a roster 
would be an appropriate and valuable 
addition to the great work that contains 
the history of the civil war and that it 
would relieve congress to a great extent 
from the demands that are being made 
upon it with greater urgency each year 
for legislation for the benefit of certain 
states, and that it would also have the 
merit of giving to the service of the en- 
listed man a public recognition that has 
heretofore been reserved almost exclu- 
ively for commissioned officers.” 

General Ainsworth notes that the war 
department records of individual service 
in the union armies are complete as it !s 
possible to make them, but with regard 
to the confederate part of the roster, 
there will be great difficulty because of 
the incompleteness of the war depart- 
ment collection of confederate records.

all the prime ministers and colonial secre- 
taries during the past half century.

Sensational Charge in Re- 
gard to $50,000 Fraud 
Practiced on Michigan. 


Lansing, Mich., November I!.—A jury

Washington, November’ !1/.—Advices 
reaching the war department from Ma- 
nila indicate that before he sails for the 
United States, on December 23, Governor 
' Matt will have succeeded in settling one 
of the most vexatious problems connect- 
ed with the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines, namely, the adjustment of the 
claims of the frtairs for their cxtensive 
property holdings in the islands. 

The main obstacle to a settlement ap- 


pears to have béen an issue between the 
papal delegate and the religious orders 
as to the proportion of the purchase 
money to be paid by the ‘nsular govern- 
ment, that was to be turned over to 
Rome. The friars naturally desired to 
receive the major part of the allotment 
and when they learned that the church 
insisted upon a certain sum they sought 
to make good their own proportion by 
Increasing the sum total of the price de- 
manded for the lands, 

This ran the total up to about $14,000,- 
000, a sum entirely beyond any figure 
which the insular government was wil- 
ling to consider. Realizing that with 
Governor Taft's departure, the chances 
of a settlement would become more re- 
mote and suffering from the depriva- 
tion of their lands without compensation, 
month after month, the church authori- 
ties have, it is learned, brought pres-

The national master recummended leg- 
islation for the@further extension of rural 
delivery, postal savings banks, the elec- 
tion of United States senators directly 
by the people, a constitutional amend- 
ment giving congress power to regulate 
corporations and combinations, enarg- 
ing the powers of the interstate com- 
merce commission, enactment of pure 
food laws, and a ship canal connecting 
the Mississippi and the great lakes. The 
importance of the highway improvement 
Was especially dwelt upon.
